Three persons were killed and several 
others so severely injured that. they 
are not expected to live when flames 
swept through the Angeles apartment 
building at 35th and Wabash streets 


early this morning. All the killed and’ 


injured were colored. 

The Angeles is a seven story struc- 
ture, a landmark of World's Fair days, 
and contains seventy-five flats. The 
fire originated in the basement and 
swept through a chute to the seventh 
floor, filling the place with smoke. 
More than 260 occupants became panic 
stricken and rushed for the windows. 
Despite the pleas of police and fire- 
men many of them jumped from the 
sixth and seventh floors. Others wers 
calmed and carried down ladders and 
the stairways.

CALCUTTA, India, April 27.—()— 
Ten persons were killed and fifteen in- 
jured today in a resumption of rioting 
between Hindus and Mohammedans. 
Sporadic fighting between the two fac- 
tions has been going on for the last 
few days. 

Total Riot Death Toll 43. 

CALCUTTA, April 27.—([U. NJ— 
The death toll in the Calcutta riots 
now stands at forty-three at the end 


of a day which witnesses increasingly 
furious fighting between Moslems and 
Hindus. 

In addition to these, 375 injured per-| 
sons are in hospitals. All these were 
wounded during today’s attacks, which 
were the most serious of the week's 


fighting. 


and Hindus, throwing stones and stab- 
bing and beating each other, put the 
city in a state of terror throughout 
the day. First the Hindus and then 
the Moslems took the offensive. 
Through the morning hours police 
control was impossible, the city being 
given over to the rule of excited groups 
of rioters. 


Armoged Cars Rout Mobs. 


Arrival ‘of an armored police car in 
their midst would send the squads of 
natives scrarmbling in many directions, 
but théy were quick to reassemble and 
continue their work of death. Some- 
times the police forces fired over the 
heads of the riots in attempts to kill 
as few as possible, but not infrequently ' 
they were forced to fire directly into 
the crowds. When the excitement sub- 
sided after each attack by the police 
bodies of the men crushed in. the 


police were left to tell the story of 
the attempt to quiet the ‘rioters. 

The acute shortage of fresh foods 
has been relieved in part by the en- 
trance of a food train guarded by 
armed police. There is no danger of 
famine now. Prices are soaring, how- 
ever. Meat is being offered for sale 
only at exorbitant prices. Shipping is 
yparalyzed. 

Demand Martial Law. 

The governor is still at Darjeeling 
and has failed to answer continued 
appeals from Calcutta urging on him 
the immediate necessity of martial] law. 
British residents are heatedly demand- 
ing that he take action. 

Police squads are centering their ac- 
tivities at strategic points and making 
gathers. 
During the late afternoon the rioting 
was reduced to sporadic outbursts in 
isolated sections of the city. The police 
were forced to fire into several groups 
during the afternoon, even after quiet 
had been partly restored.

WIDER ROADS. 

Chicago is lagging behind other cities in the 
widening of the roads as they approach the city. 
Mr. Jenkins, Tue Trirsunz's automobile editor, re- 
ports that Detroit not only has established 40 feet 
as the standard width for all pavements on main 
roads_jeading into the city but has actually begun 
censtruction of some of them. Detroit is also build- 
ing double track arteries, each forty feet wide, to 
accommodate the heaviest traffic. 

Pennsylvania proposes to make the Lincoln high- 
way 40 feet wide across the entire state. The New 
York Albany post road has been widened to permit 

e lanes of traffic. The added lane enables 4 
machine to pass a slower moving vehicle going in 
the same direction without danger of being struck 
by a car coming in the opposite direction.

The millions of dollars 
that the state has invested in building its system 
of hard roads is not bringing its full return. Those 
are hard facts which the Good Roads committee of 
the Association of Commerce will consider at its 
meeting today, called to discuss ways and mean 
te finance road widening in Cook county. The city 
looks to this committee to work out a plan and 
fire public officials with the zeal to carry it into 
effect. 


THE NEED FOR WOODCRAFT. 


Forest fires did not cease burning last week just 

because the weeh was set aside as American Forest 
week. Among several serious fires were three, in 
New York, New Jersey, and Baltimore. Not only 
trees but houses were destroyed. ? 
America’s forest fire problem annually becomes 
more acute as, year by year, the lure of the auto- 
mobile and the paved road take more and more 
people into the countryside and forest land, City 
dwellers, unused to the first principles implanted in 
the country-and-forest-bred from childhood, can 
penetrate today where only the trained woodsman 
could travel a few years ago. The forest rules 
concerning matches, the smoldering pipe ash or 
cigaret, and the abandoned camp fire are beyond 
the common knowledge of the urbanite. 


The call is for ‘education in the ways of the 
woods. The city tourist must learn the precautions 
that are second nature to the seasoned camper. 
When all America’s men and women shall have 
been Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts in their childhood 
there will be fewer forest fires. 


THE KLUX IN INDIA? 


A dispatch from Bombay, India, reports that the 
Ku Klux Klan has appeared. The hoods and sheets 
first came out at a fancy dress ball of the Bombay 
British and the subsequent discoveries of organiza- 
tion and promotion may be hokum, but the Bombay 
papers are making a fuss and an excited protest.

DIETS FOR CHILDREN. 
R. G. H. CLARK advises the fol- 
lowing diets for young children. 
Babies under three months of age 
should always be breast fed. 
Breast feeding should never be discon- 
tinued except upon the advice of a phy- 
Sicilan and where such advice is neces- 
Sary detailed advice as to how to feed 
should be given. 

Babies 3 to 6 months of age. Fed at 
6, 10, 2, 6, 10, and at no other times.
